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Mattapoisett to MTV 

Local Resident in the Running for 'Bromance'

When Mattapoisett resident Gary Vaughn an- 
swered an ad on Craig's List looking for contestants for 
an MTV reality show, he never thought he'd be chosen 
to be one of nine candidates vying for the attention and 
platonic affection of Brody Jenner, star of The Hills and 
Bruce Jenner 's son, on the new series Bromance, which airs 
on Monday nights at 9:00 pm. Now in its second week of 
a six-week run, Vaughn has fared well so far and is still 
very much in the running with one contestant having 
withdrawn and two others having been cast off by Jenner 
himself. 

"One thing led to the next and I found myself 
going out to LA and meeting Brody Jenner,'' Mr. Vaughn 
said. "It was really just a fast-moving whirlwind of excite- 
ment and I just went with it. There was an open call in 
Boston and I ended up skipping that, but they called back 
and asked me to do some camera tests. The next thing I 
know I was out in Los Angeles saying, 'wow, I'm on a 
reality TV show.'" 

The 24-year-old ORR High School graduate and 
dance instructor had already planned to move to Los 
Angeles to pursue a dancing career last year when this 
rare opportunity took him on an unexpected detour last 
summer. 

"I consider myself an artist," Mr. Vaughn said. 
"If you want to have any type of success in art, you have

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to have experience, and I thought, 'hey, there are only so 
many people in the world who have ever done a reality 
show, and why not?' I wanted to see what the experience 
could open up and what I could learn about myself by do- 
ing it. I went in with that attitude and just went to town." 

During the summer shoot Mr. Vaughn shared 
a lavish LA party house with his fellow contestants and 
was subjected to a battery of challenges and tests — both 
physical and mental — to test his mettle and determine 
whether or not he could maintain a viable "bromance"

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with celebrity Brody Jenner. 

'There were a bunch of guys living in one house 
where we all were, quite literally, put through the ringer,'' 
Mr. Vaughn said. "It really challenged both our physical 
and mental abilities in different situations and it was an 
awesome experience to really grow from. All of the guys 
were really cool and brought different things to the table. 
It was a really great growing experience. I learned a lot 
about myself, about these other guys, and about Brody 
Jenner, too, which was just an awesome added bonus — 
to be able to hang out with one of the most popular guys 
out there now." 

Mr. Vaughn admitted he wasn't a big fan of real- 
ity TV shows and he knew little about Brody Jenner going 
into the project. 

"I never really got into the whole reality show 
thing," Mr. Vaughn said. "So I really didn't know any- 
thing about Brody and whatever I did know I figured was 
hearsay or people's impressions from {The Hills) ... but I 
went into it trying to meet a friend and I think I did." 

Although all the episodes have already been shot 
and are "in the can," so to speak, Mr. Vaughn still doesn't 
know the outcome. 

"To be honest with you, I don't really know 
what's going to happen," Mr. Vaughn said. "I'm kind of 
just going with the flow to see what happens." 

This veil of secrecy over the project and its big 
reveal has been ongoing since Mr. Vaughn first went out 
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to Los Angeles last summer. 

"I really couldn't talk about it until they started 
airing the first trailers and once they did I started telling 
everyone/' Mr. Vaughn said. "It was funny when I got 
back (from filming) my dad asked me, 'so, should I tell 
people to watch this or not? I told him, yeah. I just wanted 
to let everybody know how much fun it was to be out in 
Los Angeles." 

The son of ORR Junior High School Chorus 
teacher Angle Vaughn, Gary said his family is excited 
about the show. 

"My whole family was like 'cool, that's awesome. 
You're going to be on TV,'" he said. 

Pending the final outcome of Bromance, in which 
Gary could potentially find himself with a lavish down- 
town LA apartment of his very own, he already has plans 
in place to move out to Los Angeles on January 19 to 
further his dancing career. 

"When all this stuff came about, it fit in perfectly 
with all the plans I already had in motion from a year 
ago," Mr. Vaughn said. "I just decided that things happen 
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for a reason and Fm just going to go with the flow. I have 
a lot of friends out there anyway, so it was cool to be out 
there doing something completely different from what I 
thought Fd be doing."

Major Change 

Board Deems Dunkin' Donuts Major Revision

After another round of meetings with members 
of the Marion Planning Board that has spanned over two 
months, representatives of the Sardinha Family Trust 
have once again hit a temporary impasse in their bid to 
bring a Dunkin' Donuts franchise restaurant to the prop- 
erty at 450 Wareham Street in Marion. 

Although the Sardinha Family Trust came to an 
'Agreement for Judgment'' in their lawsuit against the 
town's Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) for previously 
denying them a permit, they were hoping the Planning 
Board would expedite the newly-revised site plan for the 
project since it had already received the blessing of the 
ZBA and Town Counsel Jon Witten. 

"The stance of the applicant is that the changes 
that have been presented on this plan — while they may 
appear to be major — are actually minor," Attorney Leo 
T. Scarry said on behalf of his client. "The main objec- 
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tion of the Zoning Board of Appeals was the line of sight 
that was limited out onto Route 6. WeVe eliminated that 
problem. The only change that I can see to the building 
is a drive-through window, which is a minor alteration. 
I would respectfully request that the board vote, in good 
conscience, to consider this to be a minor change and then 
we can go through the revisions that the Planning Board 
would like ... rather than going through a whole new 
process.'' 

But members of the Planning Board in their previ- 
ous discussions felt there were too many revisions from 
the site plans they reviewed for the project in 2000 and 
again in 2006 to deem it anything but major. 

"If this is considered minor, the applicant is 
willing to negotiate some such commitments for work- 
ing with us,'' board member Tom Magauran said. "The 
question we never got answered was what rights the 
applicants felt they were losing if they had to go through 
another Site Plan Review process. I think it's been pretty 
clear that this is a major change. So the question is how 
can we accommodate this as a minor change and still do 
our jobs?" 

As to the question of what rights the applicants 
would be giving up, Mr. Scarry said they'd lose the right 
to discuss the plan openly with the Planning Board as 
submitted, thereby putting the project on the fast-track for 
approval without further expense or delay. 

"You can keep this within this board," Mr. Scarry 
said. "We wish you people to address these issues that we 
have now. There is no need, as far as I'm concerned, in 
getting embroiled in further red tape over this issue. The 
fact of the matter is, this is a far better plan. This is what 
the town wants, so let's not get hung up on a word as to 
whether it's minor or major." 

"The plan that they've submitted is a vast im- 
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provement over what was previously submitted, I don't 
think anyone disputes that/' agreed Planning Board Vice 
Chairman Peter Winters. "\ think it's a good plan. Regard- 
less of what happens on this vote, I think this board will 
work with the applicant to expedite this process to give 
them a swift and fair hearing." 

"To me, personally, I think the biggest change 
is — in terms of public safety — we have a drive-through 
where we didn't have one before," board member Jay 
Ryder said. "The traffic, therefore, is going to increase by 
a (certain) amount." 

To that end, Mr. Magauran suggested a lot of the 
original data and information pertinent to this project is 
old and might need to be updated. 

"I will point out that the traffic study that was 
done for the second plan didn't include a drive-through," 
Mr. Magauran said. "There are concerns I would certainly 
like to address that were never part of the plan this board 
reviewed." 

"I get very nervous when I start hearing about 
traffic studies," Attorney Mark J. Coltin said. "The con- 
cern that we have is the fact that there have been efforts 
and money expended previously that resulted in two 
denials. We're trying to move forward and expedite this 
plan without going through hoops and, frankly, a traffic 
study is going through hoops. Every time this applicant 
has been asked to do something, we've complied will- 
ingly. But we don't want to go down a track where we're 
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doing traffic studies again. I think eight or nine years is 
enough/' 

"What Fm hearing here is if we vote this to be a 
minor change, certain concessions will be made/' Plan- 
ning Board member Steve Gonsalves said. "Why can't it 
be a major change and still have the same concessions?" 

"The reason there's a site review process and a 
public hearing process is so we can get input from vari- 
ous people and experts," Mr. Magauran added. "So it's 
advantageous to us. What you're really saying is you 
can't accept our site plan process, as it stands, because 
you're afraid we're going down a rat hole, or it's going to 
take too much time or cost too much money. We're just 
trying to do our job. Look, it's a major change. I can't see 
anything here that would give us leeway to designate this 
as a minor change." 

Frustrated, Attorney Scarry lashed out at Mr. 
Magauran, accusing him of attempting to stall the project 
yet again. 

"You have been nothing but obstructional 
through this entire proceeding," Mr. Scarry said. "I can't 
sit here and listen to Mr. Magauran go on with a speech 
filled with misrepresentations." 

But Chairman Joseph Napoli attempted to get 
the meeting back on topic, saying: "I don't know that any 
member of this board would act inappropriately on pur- 
pose. I can assure you that we will act in an expeditious 
manner. The people on this board are honest, good people

One of the beautiful elements of the game of base- 
ball is the game's relationship to the seasons. It arrives in 
the spring, carries us through the summer, gives excite- 
ment to autumn and leaves us during the winter only to 
renew the cycle and the optimism that goes along with it 
each spring.

The board also signed and endorsed a letter of 
support for the Marion Bike Path project that would con- 
nect similar regional bike paths from Fairhaven to Cape 
Cod, upon a request from the Southeast Regional Plan- 
ning and Economic Development District (SRPEDD). 

"We have already submitted the project need 
form to MassHighway/' Mr. Dawson said. "The ap- 
plication has been completed, but we've been asked by 
SRPEDD to include a letter of support from (the board) as 
part of the pre-application process for federal funding. It 
could be up to 100 percent funding for the project." 

"Right now there's $2 million of funding avail- 
able to construct the path from Mattapoisett to Washburn 
Park," Chairman Henry said. 

The board next received a water fee abatement 
request from Douglas and Elizabeth Leatham, who were 
also present at the meeting, for their property located at 
22 River View Lane. 

Mr. and Ms. Leatham presented documenta- 
tion of an ongoing problem with air that was somehow 
introduced into their water lines, which they contend had 
resulted in faulty meter readings and excessively high 
water bills. 

"There's really no way to determine how air in 
the lines would affect the water meter," Mr. Dawson said. 

"I think it's safe to assume there was a minimal 
impact on air going through your system," Chairman 
Henry said. "But you did have a leaking toilet for at least 
a two-week period, if not longer. You have the water that 
went through the meter and it had to go somewhere." 

"We just weren't using water that way ... there's 
only two of us," Mr. Leatham said. 

"We come from that place of water conservation," 
Ms. Leatham added. 

Upon a suggestion from Mr. and Ms. Leatham, 
the board agreed to have the Department of Public Works 
(DPW) go out and calibrate the water meter at 22 River 
View Lane and they would take this matter under advise- 
ment until their next regular meeting on Tuesday, January 
20.

Dawson first provided an update on the insurance claim 
filed for damages from the recent heating system leak at 
Sippican School. 

"I can report to you that the total claim amount 
was $51,032.35/' Mr. Dawson said. "There is a deprecia- 
tion amount of about $3,741 that will be reimbursed to us. 
We already have about $40,000 in hand (from the insur- 
ance company).'' 

Mr. Dawson next discussed the proposed Federal 
Economic Recovery Bill stimulus package that would 
provide federal funding to local cities and towns through 
the state. 

"They are looking for projects that would be 
'shovel-ready' within 180 days," Mr. Dawson. "So we 
have to have all our ducks in a row by this Thursday for 
consideration. We're looking at the I&I project, the sewer 
line project and the police station building project as pos- 
sible candidates. There is no guarantee that these projects 
will be funded because there is a limited number of dol- 
lars available." 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson reported that the window re- 
pair and storm window installation project at the Marion 
Music Hall is now complete and he expects it will make a 
major difference in future fuel costs. 

"Those of us who use the Music Hall on a regular 
basis will certainly notice how much warmer it is," Mr. 
Dawson said. "We also expect to see significant savings in 
terms of energy efficiency." 

"They certainly did a beautiful job," Chairman 
Henry agreed.

A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity

balanced coverage of the Board of Selectmen's meetings 
and other town affairs. 

At 7:30 pm, the board met w^ith the members of 
the Finance Committee (FinCom) and the local School 
Committee to discuss the ground rules concerning the 
2010 budget. They are asking all department heads to look 
at the 2009 budget and see what they can do to reduce 
spending for 2010. Letters have been sent to both the local 
and regional School Committees outlining the projections 
for reduced aid to the towns. 

At this point, a resident rose to ask a question 
about the tax rate and the increase in the tax bills which 
have just been issued. Chairman Lombard answered the 
way in which the tax value is figured, and the tax rate 
can only be increased by two-and-a-half percent over this 
figure. The actual tax rate went down but the assessment 
may have changed. 

Chairman Lombard reiterated that the meeting in 
progress was between the FinCom and the School Com- 
mittee. The resident still wanted to know why his tax bill 
had increased some 25 percent. They replied that it would 
depend on his assessment, and his questions would have 
to be answered by the Board of Assessors. He would have 
the opportunity to ask for an abatement from the Board of 
Assessors. 

Mr. Botelho then reported the actual figures of the 
revenues for the town and the increase in new revenues. 
In answer to the question about oversight of the Asses-

sors, the answer was that the Department of Revenue 
(DOR) has to examine the figures and certify the numbers. 
He can apply to the DOR for a hearing. His other recourse 
as a voter is to vote for the assessors at the Annual Town 
Election or to run for the Board of Assessors himself. The 
Selectmen reiterated that the Board of Assessors are all 
knowledgeable people and the Board of Selectmen can- 
not, by law, interfere with their process. The discussion 
became very involved but was carefully explained to the 
resident. 

The meeting with the FinCom and the local 
School Committee then resumed. A letter to both the local 
and regional School Committees asked that when they 
prepare the FY 2010 budget they consider a projected 
5- to 10-percent reduction in state aid for 2010. The board 
is hoping that the bailout money for schools, which is 
reported to be under consideration, may help to ease the 
problem for the schools. Chairman Lombard said that 
they are meeting with every department head and asking 
them to plan on looking at ways they can reduce their 
budget for 2010 considering the projected cut in state aid. 
They are asking for cooperation from every department. 

Members of the School Committee reiterated the 
difficulty in anticipating the budget for Special Needs 
Education. Some years it remains relatively level, but if 
there are residential placements necessary, the expense 
increases exponentially. They suggest that it might be 
feasible to consider something like a Stabilization Fund

LaCamera noted they had received confirmation from the 
state's Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission (ABCC) 
approving the liquor license application for Matt's Black- 
board Restaurant, subject to receipt of a final copy of the 
fire safety report for the establishment.

originally projected. So there may potentially have to be 
some cuts made within the current fiscal year, which is 
difficult in January when you have only five months left. 
That's not good news. As you know, weVe had a difficult 
winter so far — we Ve already spent our budget for sand 
and salt. We Ve got enough for a couple of more storms, 
because we stockpile it, but we may need more. WeTl see 
what happens. I just hope we don't have to make signifi- 
cant cuts, because that will impact everyone.'' 

Noting he anticipates getting the Governor's final 
budget proposal on January 28, Mr. LaCamera said he 
expects further cuts to be made in FY 2010 as well. 

"Revenues are way day, especially in capital 
gains, and the stock market hasn't helped," Mr. LaCamera 
said. "Excise taxes are also down. It's going to be interest- 
ing. I've got most of the capital budgets back ... and the 
rest of the operating budgets should be in by January 28. 
At that time we should have a good idea of what the state 
revenues are going to be ... and plan from there." 

Under correspondence, the board received a letter 
from MassRecycle urging continued support for town 
wide recycling initiatives. 

"As a town we do a very good job recycling over- 
all — I think we're about 40 percent, which is much better 
than the state average," Mr. LaCamera said. "The prob- 
lem we have now is the market has fallen out, especially 
recyclable paper products. And there's only one paper 
plant in Massachusetts that accepts recycled products. I 
went to a meeting with the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) recently and that was a major issue. One 
of the major causes is a decline in the newspaper industry. 
There's been a significant decrease in newspaper distri- 
bution ... people either cancel them or they're reading 
news online now. That trend is going to continue, because 
young people don't buy newspapers, they read every-

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was given to all town boards for a December 8 MAHT meeting 
that was moved to the Marion Music Hall for discussion and 
input from the boards, some being absent. 

With the 90-plus space parking lot, the amount of traf- 
fic in and out onto the already-deplorable County Road without 
sidewalks would be devastating to the neighbors and the road 
itself. Because of the close proximity to single-family homes in 
the area, property values would plummet, quality of life would 
no longer be (the same) and would we have any rights left? 
Affordable housing units are normally placed near services so 
residents can move around and have their needs met easily. 

With the higher-than-normal water table in this area 
and the drainage problems already being a hazard on County 
Road, it is unimaginable what putting 10,000 gallons of water 
per day into the ground would do to the surrounding homes 
and the bogs that surround this development. We mostly have 
concerns for our drinking water and septic system. Having 
lived here for 29 years we're aware of the vernal pools, peepers 
during the summer, deer and wildlife that live in and around 
the old carriage paths that are used for walking and will now be 
cleared. 

Baywatch developers have assured us they are moving 
forward with their 192 units and with Littleneck Village being 
approved the town has satisfied their requirement of 40B hous- 
ing and earned at least a two-year grace period. So, you have to 
ask, why is the town entertaining another 40B development in a 
most unlikely location?

''This conservation restriction expands the 
amount of protected land in the immediate area, as there 
is an agricultural preservation restriction on 188 acres of 
working farmland directly across Hartley Road/' said 
Allen Decker, Coalition Director of Land Protection. "It 
also builds on the protection of Snow's Pond because pro- 
tected frontage on the pond is shared with the Wildlands 
Trust of Southeastern Massachusetts' 40-acre Robinson- 
Gilmore Preserve." 

Snow's Pond is a coastal plain pond, which is a 
type of pond that is locally common, but considered glob- 
ally rare. Such ponds are relics of the last glacial period, 
which occurred more than 12,000 years ago, and formed 
when large blocks of ice were left behind; creating depres- 
sions, which later became ponds. 

"This co-held conservation restriction, our fifth 
in Rochester, acts as a dual protection effort, which al- 
lows us to play a back-up role if in the future, anything 
were to happen to the land trust," Mr. Decker said. "This 
is a strategy we offer to all land trusts that work in the 
Buzzards Bay watershed, as it's a protective model that 
provides the highest level of assurance that this land will 
always remain protected." 

The Rochester Land Trust will serve as the day- 
to-day point of contact with the landowner, while the 
Coalition will provide technical expertise and perform 
any necessary documentation on the property. 

"The Lawrence family appreciates the property's 
natural setting and wants to ensure it remains that way 
in perpetuity," said Russ Keeler, Vice President of the 
Rochester Land Trust. "Together with the Coalition, we 
can guarantee that the property will always remain as 
open space that lessens the impacts on Snow's Pond and 
provides good wildlife habitat."

Mattapoisett Taxes Due 

The third quarter of the 2009 Actual Tax Bills 
are due Monday, February 2. Tax bills were mailed on 
December 31, 2008. Taxpayers should retain the fourth 
quarter payment coupon for payment due by May 1. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
on-line payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of February 2. 

Other options for taxpayers are to mail their pay- 
ments to P.O. Box 1596 or deposit payments in the mail 
slot located near the back corner of Town Hall. Payments 
are due in the Collector's Office no later than 4:00 pm on 
February 2, therefore, taxpayers should allow sufficient 
time for mail travel when mailing payments. If paying by 
personal online banking, taxpayers should allow suffi- 
cient time for the bank to generate a check and mail it to 
the Town; and they should make sure there is sufficient 
information on the check identifying which bill should be 
credited with the payment. The Tax Collector's Office is 
open for business Monday through Friday from 8:30 am 
to 3:30 pm. 

According to state statute, failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting penalties and interest if

Directed by 
Clint Eastwood. Running time: 116 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

It's funny how nobody really seems to be in Gran Torino except Clint 
Eastwood. Oh, there's dependable character actor John Carroll Lynch in a 
caustically funny three-scene bit as Clint's barber. And there are various 
Hmong people as Clint's neighbors, and some Americans as his disappointing 
family. But really there's only Clint Eastwood, in what is said to be his swan 
song as an actor, as the irascible Korean War vet Walt Kowalski. Having 
retired from his auto-factory job and recently buried his wife, Walt pretty 
much hates everything except his ol' dawg Daisy. He squints. He scowls. He 
growls. He waves guns around. The movie would be nowhere, absolutely 
nowhere, without Clint Eastwood. 

This is a different case from, say. The Wrestler, which is inconceivable 
without Mickey Rourke but has a lot of other things going for it. Gran Torino 
has a script (by Nick Schenk, from a story by Schenk and Dave Johannson) 
that seems slavishly tailored to Clint's mannerisms and range and iconic 
persona. It's also the sort of amateurishly basic scenario that would've been 
laughed out of the offices of the notoriously schlocky Cannon Films in the 
'80s. The next-door Hmong kid Thao (Bee Vang) is intimidated by his cousin 
into joining a local gang. As an initiation, Thao is commanded to steal Walt's 
prized Gran Torino. Walt catches him, and soon the kid is doing chores 
around Walt's house at the behest of his old-school family. Walt, of course, 
warms to the kid, introduces him to the world of tools, teaches him how to 
be a Man. 

You can feel how dusty this all is, right? And there's even a scene where 
ol' Walt ambles next door, tastes his first Hmong food, and discovers he 
kind of likes these people. (Prior to that, he'd been given to such charming 
epithets as "gook" and "zipperhead.") Awful as Gran Torino is on paper, iffy 
as most of the supporting performances are (except for John Carroll Lynch), 
it's a valentine to CHnt fans, of whom I am one. I don't think the man has 
the Midas touch — I was baffled when Million Dollar Bahy got wreathed in 



praise and trophies. His filmography since the masterpiece Unforgiven has 
been erratic (I'd like to hear the Johnny-come-latelies who declare Eastwood 
a genius try to defend Space Cowboys). But I enjoy Eastwood's clean directo- 
rial style and his sandpapery disdainful screen persona, and that's about 
all Gran Torino showcases. 

With Eastwood in the role, what could've played as simple-minded 
ascends to mythology. (Look at any of the scenes without him in them — pure 
amateur hour.) You could say that about Unforgiven, too, but that had a bril- 
liant script and Gene Hackman and Morgan Freeman. Unforgiven was meant 
as a deconstruction of (and maybe an atonement for) the pitiless gunsHngers 
on which Eastwood built his career. Gran Torino reads like an elegy — they 
don't make men (movie stars) like Walt (Clint) any more. It's utter sap on 
that level, but Eastwood plays Walt with a fareweU-tour gratitude, like John 
Wayne in The Shootist. These meta-macho films, which appeal on about the 
same level as a sports legend stepping onto the field one more time before 
retirement, are as much about our pasts with the grizzled old stars as about 
the movies themselves. On that level. Gran Torino is often touching. 

The final shot of Walt is horrendously on-the-nose and has been 
laughed out of better movies than this. Not even Clint can redeem that shot; 
it's special pleading, and he should've had the sense as director to go for 
something subtler. But then nothing about Gran Torino is especially subtle. 
It's the cranky old man rediscovering the warmth of family and a sense of 
purpose when that family is threatened. I wish the damn thing were better, 
more capably acted across the board, more smartly written; I wish it earned 
its likely place in film history as Eastwood's final onscreen bow, and I wish 
it earned the feelings that brings up in many of us.
